Claims 1, 2, 5, 6, 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Hossainy. 

Hossainy et al teach coated stents (title). Reducing the incidence of restenosis is 
disclosed (column 1 lines 16-20). Polycaprolactone is specified (column 4 lines 22-24). 
Vascular stents are disclosed (column 14 lines 11-13). Delivery of therapeutic agents in 
the coating is specified (column 7 lines 56 et seq.). 

Claim 1 is directed to a medical device consisting essentially of a site-specific 
delivery device and at least one biocompatible polymer, "for the controlled release of at 
least one peroxisome proliferators-activated gamma agonist" is an intended use. That 
is, applicants do not claim the active agent, but rather, a device for delivering the agent. 

Claims 1, 2, 5-7, 9, 11, 23, 24, 27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 "A medical device consisting essentially of a site-specific device ... and 
at least one biocompatible polymer" is vague. The language states that applicants 
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claim the polymer in addition to the site-specific device. Similarly, in claim 1 1 applicants 
claims a stent, an active agent, and a polymer separately. It appears that "a medical 
device" should be deleted in both claims 1 and 1 1 and "consisting essentially of should 
be placed after "site-specific device" in claim 1 and "stent" in claim 1 1 . (The dependent 
claims should be amended accordingly.) Claims 23 and 24 depend on a cancelled 
claim. 

Assuming that applicants intend to claim the active agent in claim 1, the following 
rejection is made:

Claims 1, 2, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Straub et al. 

Straub et al teach porous microparticles containing an active agent (abstract). 
Rosiglitazone is disclosed (column 7 line 66). PEG is specified (column 9 line 50). 
No claims allowed.
